The Rupert City Council voled to toblc the two 
bids unlit its Jan. 4 meeting, check life safety 
rcquiremenls ond discuss a change In the 
location of a wheel chair ramp. 

The council two weeks ago had tabled bids of 
SM,075 by Wright Brothers Construction, 
Rupert, and 136,575 by Arrlngton Construction, 
Twin Falls, 

Moyor Wendell "Johnson Tuesday proposed 
eliminating the ramp and a fire escape from the 
upstairs portion of the civic building, which 
Includes the city offices. 

"It it's going to cost that much," he said, "I

"The all-time high for sheep In the United 
Stales was In lM2rwhen ranchers, farmers and 
feeders had 5G.2 million head." according to- 
Richard D. Blglln, executive director of the 
American Sheep Producers Council. "This Is 340 
per ccnl more than the 1974 figure of 10.5 million 
head." 

According lo the Idaho Crop and Livestock 
Reporting service, Idaho produced 725,000 head 
of lambs in 19CG compared toonly 560.000 In 1973, 
a22 per cent decline. 

In 1976, Idaho sheepmen reported a lamb crop 
of only 529,000 head, a drop of C per ccnl over the 
1975 crop. 

Dr. Robert Simmons, veterinarian In charge 
of the 'Idaho Sheep Commission, offered several 
expianallons for the decline in sheep production. . 

"A man Isn't going to raise any livestock 
unless it is profitable," he said. "And sheep 
aren't profitable forseveral reasons." 
' Simmons said labor on a sheep operation is 
verydiriiculttoget. 

He also said changes in predator control lows 
have made it border for sheep growers to make 
a profit due lo high predator losses. 

And Twin Falls sheepman Laird Noh agreed. 



"There has been a gradual downtrend \n sheep 
production since about 1951. That Is due to our 
problcms In controlling coyoti^." 

He sold the President's executive orders 
lianning the use of anything for control of 
coyotes has caused a blgprablem tor growers.' 

"Coyotes are that big a iTi^bj," Noh ex- 
plained about the seriousness of tbe ailuatkin 
faced by sheepmen. "Each year sheepmen lose 
about 8 per cent ot their lamb crop and 2 per 
cent of their ewe crop lo coyotes. And that Is an 
average figure, some lose more than that." .

The toy industry (eels . 
obligated to educate parents, 
espccialiy new ones, about 
, buying playthings for Iheir 
children!- says David MJIJcr.

Mitnufaclurers Association. 

He thinks the problem has 
been met pretty clfcctlvely by 
retell stores In the New York 
metropolitan area where he 
lives. 

''One New York area chain 
store agc-gradca Its displays^' 
Miller said In an interview^ 
"Our (the association's) 
voluntary safety standard also 
ag^g^ades toys." 

Miller said major 
manufacturers have for years 
tagged toys to indicate lh& 
ages for which each Is 
Tecommcnded. "It's like care 
lobcling In apparel and home 
' furnishings." 

The final responsibility rests 
with parents, Miller said. 

"What Is fine and safe for a 
lO-ycar-oId is not for a 5-year- 
old. Marbles arc great toys, 
but not in a siib. Crayons arc 
an Ingestion* hazard for Infants 



and very Email children. Even 
though Uicy arc nanloxlc. Oicy 
present a choking hazard. 

"Even n bolllc left In a crll> 
can be a hazard if a child Is left 
tinaEEcndcd. You tiave to be 
very, very careful with the 
*nurscry-agc child." 

He said manufacturers 
spend millions of dollars on 
.packaging to get their toy- 
safely message aeross. 

ThC'package legend on one 
soft loy his own 'company' 
makcsrcads. Inpart: , 

"Crib toys are designed to 
amuse a new baby by sight and 
sound. They arc durable, but 
'can wilhstand only a limited 
amount of chewing or sucking 
and are not substitutes for 
tecthlngrlngs or pacifiers. 

"Until an Infant has lull body 
.control there Is risk In leaving 
any (dijecl. Including a stuffed 
tqp; within hts or her reach 
when the Infant Is left alone. 

"Use caution before hanging 
a crib toy directly above an 
Infant, especially If other 
children have access lo the 
nursery." .
